THE SOUTH ASKS PROTECTION. 


Eloquent Speech-Covering the 


• Point by Representative 


Crosvenor.

24.—Fox, 


XHmocrat, of Mississippi, opened the 
tariff debate in the House today with 
a five-minute speech on the general 
theory of protection. 


"Wllllanm, Democrat, of Mississippi, 


followed, exposing the alleged incon- 
Blstencleo of the Republican argument, 
lie Bald it waa absurd to charge the 
present depression to the .Invasion of 
the home market by foreign goods 
•when the Treasury figures showed that 
last year the Importations were less by 
. *160,000,000 than in the last year of the 
McKtnley law itself, a year of restrict- 
ed Importations. • He contended that 
the existing era of depression and low 
prices was due to the 
appreciating 


value of money under the gold stand- 
ard.

- After some brief remarks by Sims, 
Democrat, of Tennessee, and Terry, 
I>emocrat, of Arkanaas, Sayers, Demo- 
cat, of Texan, addressed himself to tho 
proposition that If the anticipations of 
the majority were realized and this bill 
Increased the revenues (113,000,000 per 
annum, it would breed a reckless and 
profligate extravagance. 


Johnson, Republican, of North Da- 


kota, a member of the Ways and Means 
Committee, was recognized for 
the 


hour. He directed his attention chief- 
ly to the prospective benefits which 
•would follow the enactment of the ag- 
ricultural schedule bill. 


He was met by questions from.Dem- 


ocrats and' Populists. The old contro- 
versy whether a foreigner* or a consum- 
«r paid the tax was fought over with a 


• great pertinacity, Johnson, of course, 
taking the view that the foreigner sub- 
"•tantlally paid it. • 
•'*• "When the Wilson bill was under con- 
sideration, Johnson said that he had 
predicted that its passage would be 
fatal to the sheep industry. 
• In reply to a question Johnson de- 
clared that If the people of the South 
"would pledge loyalty to the doctrine of 
protection the Republican party would 
be glad to accord cotton the same pro- 
tection given wheat, corn, potatoes and 
other arglcultural products, as in the 
Kor.th. 


McMillln, Democrat 
of Tennessee, 


was given a round of applause by his 
Democratic collea.gues as he took the 
floor. He declared that the bill v.'as 
"the most unconsciousable 
effort at 


legislative robbery ever attempted up- 
en the people," and gave a long list 
of trusts which he said would fatten on 
this bill.

GROSVENOR'S EFFORT. 


The next speaker -was Grosvenor -who 


delivered a very eloQuent speech. 


Mr. Grosvenor began by referring to 


the necessity of speedy action in the 
matter of tariff legislation, going over 
the ground relating, as he expressed it, 
to the bankruptcy of the Treasury, the 
enormous expenditures'in excess of the 
receipt! of the Government, and the 
undestrability of borrowing money in 
times of peace to carry on'the Govern- 
ment. He drew a parallel between the 
condition of the country on the- first of 
Kovember, 1892, which he declared to 
fie one of unparalleled prosperity, and 
on the first of November, 1896, when 
enterprise was "at a standstill, doubt, 
.fear, uncertainty everywhere." 
.; He declared that "this great calam- 
ity had come upon the country sub- 
stantially by reason of the single act 
at a , Democratic Congress—the. repeal 
of -the McKinley law. It was the Mc- 
Ktoley law misrepresented and mis- 
nnderstood that aided our overthrow 
iji 1893; but it was the McKinley law 
with the blessings we received from 
It during its short life that became the

"We are here," he .declared, "to ex-

"The fruit grower of. California, roh- 


bed and ruined by the 'Wilson law, 
cries loudly to Republicans for assist- 
ance, and from. Alabama and Georgia, 
and 
conspicuously .from 
Louisiana, 


comes the earnest demand for .the pas- 
sage of this bill.. 


"What then is the great necessity of 


the hour? Two deadly evils are upon 
us—unemployed labor .and a bankrupt 
treasury. 
There can be no business 


confidence..in this .cp.untry when the 
Treasury of the United States is with- 
out funds to;meet i.t».'current obliga- 
tions."

Mi'..Grosvenor paid some attention to 


the statement that although McKinley 
was elected, "prosperity has not yet 
come." 


"Gentlemen,", he said, "must bear in 


mind that a, violation of law always 
merits and always receives 
punish- 


ment. The country that would turn its 
back upon the prosperity of 1892 and* 
descend 'into tbe blunder of 1894,' must 
expect punishment." 


BOURBON CURSE.' 


There was no better doctrine In all 


the range of human thought than the 
blessings that follow repentance come 
only when "works meet for repentance 
have been done." 


"There stands upon the statute books 


of today, the accursed law that was 
put-there by the blinded bourbon De- 
mocracy. "While it stands there, the 
curse will remain. The curse is light- 
ened by the prospect that 'works meet 
for repentance' will be accomplished 
and so from Maine to California there 
comes the cheering sound of Improved 
conditions, but while this Is being done, 
while the shouts of anticipated eman- 
cipation are coming to us from 
all 


sources; while money Is plenty and

Continuing,' Mr. Grosvenor said in 


part: 


"It has been the purpose of the Ways 


and Means Committee to present a 
measure here that would bring first an 
abundance of money in the Treasury, 
and second, the employment of the 
labor of the country. We want to go 
back to 1892. We want to see what we 
have not seen since then, contented 
laborers, well-fed 
families, 
children 


going to -school with- good 
clothes, 


good houses, 'good books and good 
prosperity In the future. We believe we 
•have accomplished it. 


'We have provided in this bill for the 


expenditure in the United States ulti- 
mately of more than 1300,000,000 per 
annum to the laborers of the country 
above that which has been derived 
heretofore. Under the operation of 
this bill, we look for $125,000,000 now 
sent abroad to buy sugar will, every 
dollar of it, be expended In thc'United 
States. We look for that time, and 
shortly, when under the operations of 
this wool schedule every spindle in 'the 
United States will turn and the enor- 
mous payments for labor, the end of 
which passed dn 1892, shall again be a 
part of the 'heritage of the laboring 
man. 


BUILJ> UP INUXTSTBIES. 


"We believe that the farmer on the 


mighty farm* of the west and on the 
alluvial soil of the South and every- 
where will be benefitted by this bill. 


"We propose to build up the Industry 


of sugar growing and thus devote to 
that great Industry many tens of thou- 
sands ol acres ol the rich land of the 
United States and take that land out 
of competition with the farm. 


"The policy of this bill has been and 


Is an'd will be, if it should pass Into 
law, to give to the labor the degree of 
employment In the United States which 
will cause to be expended in this coun- 
try every dollar that Is expended for 
such products of the soil, of the mine, 
of the shop and of the factory that we 
can produce in the tjnited States on 
equal terms with the foreign producer. 


"We propose that this country shall 


put Itself on a war-footing for the 
purpose of maintaining itself. We pro- 
,pose that it shall be in a position to 
produce its own sugar and its own 
wool and Us own commodities of every 
character that. God in his wisdom, haa 
made it possible to produce in this con- 
tinent." 


Then, turning aside from a discussion 


of the .merits of .the,tariff. Mr. Grosve- 
nor reviewed and criticised, .in scathing 
terms, the history and attitude of the 
Democratic party on National Issues, 
while he commended, in warm terms, 
'the record of the Republicans oh-these 
;matters. In conclusion, he said:

Kr Sma.ll was chosen to preside over 
'the, meeting. 


I>r. Small stated that the object of 


^the meeting was to come to some de- 


cision in regards to the garbage ques- 
tion, ana called upon Health Officer 
Bradley to explain the case. 


"I heard of complaints," said Dr." 


Bradley, "that 
garbage was. -being 


dumped with the screenings down at 
•.the crematory and I went down to in- 
vestigate. I found that there was some 
of the fine garbage being dumped with 
the screenings and I left word that 
the practice would have to be stopped. 
I -was informed that the 
crematory 


could not burn all the garbage until 
"the ashes .could be- segregated. 
Mr. 


Schaffpr was willing to lay the matter 
before a jury but I suggested that it 
,be laid:before the five members of the 
Board of Health." 


"I think before ive go any further, 


that the ordinance should be read, 
.which gave the crematory the right 
to collect and dispose of all garbage 
•within the city limits," said Dr. Small, 
and Secretary Paul Schafer read the 
ordinance. 
President SchafEer of the 


crematory was then heard. 


SCHAFFER'S STORY.

Then Dr. Bradley wanted to know if 


it was the sense of the Board that he 
was to wink in the garbage matter, 
and he was advised in the ammrative. 


"I call for the question," said Dr. 
Larkey in a parlimentary manner, but 
ihere was no question before the Board 
and the other members couldn't see the 
use of voting on one of the doctor's un- 
expressed ideas, so the meeting was 
adjourned.
